Text of Confession 
OF Donaldson Killing 


Text of Charles Hubert Fitchett’s confession making a graphic 
description Of the killing of Donaldson on the night of July 29, 1926, 
follows: 

“I, C. H. Fitchett, desire to make a statement with regards to the 
death of Bert Donaldson, who was killed in the city of Atlanta on 
July 29, 1926, in the Georgian Terrace hotel. 

“The reason that 1 am obliged to make this statement is that I 
have carried the load on my own conscience as long as I can stand 
it, and I just had to tell somebody so that I could sleep at night. 

“The death of Bert Donaldson was plotted and planned for several 
weeks, really for several months, before it actually occurred. Mr. 
Donaldson was an officer of the law and had arrested, or caused the 
arrest of a nee of people who were gamblers and dealers in_intoxi- 
cating liquor. A» plot was formed with Jack Lance, Ed Lee, Whitey 
Jones, Flim King, Ike Sneed, R. B. Lovett, Spark Plug, whose name | 
do not know, and a man named McBryant. 


Plotted to Kill 
Solicitor Boykin. 


“McBryant. is an old man, but he was really the captain of this 
murder squad and engineered much of the proceedings. The plot 
included also a plan to kill Solicitor-General John A. Boykin. 

“This murder was planned in the McKenzie building with Mc- 
Bryant as one of the advisers, and with Jack Lance and R. B. Lovett 
as the chief actors in charge with myself in the performance of the 
execution of the plans. The plan for the killing of Donaldson was 
made sometime before it happened, and he took a trip away from 
Atlanta and came back just a day or two before he was killed, and I 
am informed that a lot of gamblers in Atlanta, having been informed 
of the plan for his death, left Atlanta two days before he was killed, 
in order to be gone when it happened, and to prove that they were not 
in Atlanta at the time, although some of them were well wishers to 
the transaction, as I have been told. : 

“On the night of July 29, 1926, Jack Lance and R. K. Lovett and 
myself met in the McKenzie building, and it was agreed that we should 
draw straws, or cast lots by the drawing of straws, as to who should 
do the attual kilHing, and Lovett held three straws in his hand and 
Lance drew first and Lovett drew second and then Lovett handed me 
the third straw, which was the short straw, and this made me the 
goat of the plot, and the man who did the killing was to get $400 in 
cash for firing the shot. 


Actual Story 
of Killing. 


“Jack Lance had been delegated to'decey Bert Donaldson to the 


place in the Georgian Terrace hotel; which’wes < room upstairs, and 


this room had been rented in advance for that purpose, and on the 
night of the killing they borrowed Flim King’s shotgun and placed it 
in a violin case and got a blanket and a piece of oilcloth to wrap the 
gun in to deaden the noise, and I was stationed in the closet and 
Lovett was in the room, and Lance was to go and get Bert Donaldson 
and bring him in. A delegation of us went in Flim King’s automobile 
down to the Georgian Terrace hotel, and Lovett and Lance and myself 


“went up to the room, and this room had been engaged by Ed Lee, and 


| think he signed the register for this room, and I was given the shot- 
gun wrapped in oilcloth to keep the blanket from catching on “fire, 
and the blanket was to deaden the noise from the firing of the gun, 
and the understanding was that Lance would come to the door and 
Shake the dgor knob, and the door was locked, and that was a signal 
to us that Donaldson was with him and that everything was ready, and 
he was to go away and give us. a few minutes in the room to get 
everything in shape so that when they came back to the door we 
would be ready for the execution, and when they came back and Lance 
opened the door Lovett was sitting on the bed, and Lance said to 
Lovett in substance, ‘Mr. Lovett, here is Mr. Donaldson,’ and Lovett 
said to Mr. Donaldson, ‘Lay your hat on the table and have at seat,’ 
and Donaldson took off his hat and advanced towards the table with 
his back towards the door, and just as he laid his hat on the table 
I fired one shot in his back and he groaned and fell face forward, and 
I stepped up a little nearer, pointing the gun towards the back of his 
head and fired the second shot. Lovett took the gun and placed it 
back in the violin case, and Lance said, ‘We must get away from here 
as quick as possible,’ ; 


Left Donaldson 
Dead in Room. 


“One of them carried the gun and the blanket, but dropped the 
oilcloth in the room, and we went out at the door and Jack Lance 
locked the door, leaving Bert Donaldson lying on the floor in the 
room, and we went out of the hotel down the stairway and did not 
go down the elevator. 

“Donaldson never hollered or spoke a word that I know of after 
he was shot, and we then went to the automobile, which was parked 
across the street in front of the Ponce de Leon apartment, and got in 
the car, and in this car was Jack Lance, R. K. Lovett, Ed Lee, Flim 
King, Whitey Jones, Ike Sneed and a man called Spark Plug, and we 
then drive to the Ansley hotel, and then went to the Capital Lunch 
Room and made our plans for Lovett and myself to go to Chattanooga 
in Flim King’s Hudson automobile, and Flim King and Jke Sneed and 
some other parties followed in my Ford automobile, and at Dalton, 
Ga., we stopped and got gas and oil, and King and Sneed overtook us, 
and there me and Lovett got in the Ford, and Flim King, Ed Lee, Ike 
Sneed and Whitey Jones took the Hudson and turned back toward 
Atlanta. 

“These fellows got me drunk erough that I did not have any sense, 
and then worked a trick to make me draw the short straw, and they 
knew that | was hard up for money and offered me $400 to induce me 
to go along with them, and to kil! Bert Donaldson, 


Went to 
Cineinnati. 


“Me and Lovett went to Cincinnati, Ohio, and in Cincinnati he 
fixed a hotel register to show that he was in Ohio two days before 
the killing, and especially on July 29, 1926, that hotel register will 
show that he was in Cincinnati, when the truth is that- he was in At- 
lanta, but he was planning an alibi so he could prove that he was in 
Cincinnati by this record. Wé were not in Cincinnati when Bert 
Donaldson was killed, and Jack Lance, R. K. Lovett, Ed Lee, Whitey 
Jones, Flim King, Ike Sneed and Spark Plug were all active in the 
planning of this killing, and surrounded the side entrance and front 
entrance of the Georgian Terrace hotel for the purpose of preventing 
officers of the law interfering with or arresting any of us fellows that 
were doing the killing. 

“Old man McBryant was the general counsellor and adviser 
in this killing, and he is well known in the city of Atlanta as a gam- 
bler. in this car that followed to Dalton, Ga., were Flim King, Ike 
Sneed, Whitey Jones and Ed Lee 

“Mr. McBryant and Spark Plug were not on this trip to Dalton. 

“I was obliged to tell this story because 1 could not sleep at night, 
and before telling it I was told to look at the electric chair and to 
look upon the gallows, and to think of my mother and sister and to 
think of my wife and baby, and cautioned not to sign this document 
unless it was the truth. I was also accused of being crazy and not being 
capable of making a statement, and in the face of all of these sugges- 
tions my one answer has been that I have to get this awful load off 
of my heaft because | cannot sleep and conceal it any longer, and | 
want to go back to Atlanta and face the charge. The temptation has 
been so great to tell it all for two months that I sent for Solicitor Gen-

In 1917 he 
was elected president of the Georgia 
Agricultural society and after serving 
in that capacity for two years he be- 
came statistician for the state de- 
partment of agriculture which post 
he held when he died. 

Honored by Veterans, 

Mr. Calvin in 1916 was elected 
commander-in-chief of the United 
Confederate Veterans and many years 
after the war Emory university con- 
ferred degrees upon the five surviv- 
In 1924 the 
University of Georgia conferred upon 
Mr. Calvin the degree of doctor of 
letters. 

At the age of 14 years Mr. Calvin 
united with St. James Methodist 
church, at Augusta, and was an active 
communicant of that denomination. 

Mr. Calvin was one of the best 
posted men in Georgia on agriculture 
and contributed many articles to 
state publications on different phases 
of farming.

Announcement that Sir Wyndham 
| Deedes, for four years chief secre- 
tary for Palestine under the British 
| government, and Mrs. Archibald Sil- 
'verman, of Providence, R. I., promi- 
nent in American Jewish life, will de- 
liver principal addresses at the open- 
ing of the United Palestine Appeal 
campaign, March 20, was made Mon- 
day from the offices of the local ap- 
peal headquarters. 

Extensive preparations are being 
made by the leaders of this year's 
campaign to raise $40,000 in Atlanta 
‘towards the rebuilding of Palestine. 
'Many Jewish organizations will take 


, part in the campaign, among them 
ithe Keren Hayesoa, Palestine Foun- 
i dation fund. Referring to the partic- 
ipation of the Keren Hayesod. J. Saul, 
| well known local merchant and former 
echairman of the organization, issued 
| the following statement: 

“The Keren Hayesod is by far the 
| most important factor in the unbuild- 
'ing of Palestine and forms an integral 
‘part of the presermt campaign. It pri- 
marily looks after the immigration 
iand colonization of Jews in the Holy 
land. Palestine today is the only coun- 
try to which the immigration stream 


ean be turned. While a few thousand 


| immigrants may and will enter other 
countries annually, the present im- 
migration laws are so severe that 
thousands of Jews must look to Pal- 
estine. These immigrants require aid 
in transportation, in temporary hous- 
ing, in maintenance. and in credits. 
| With the funds of the Keren Havesod 
} there are maintained today iImmigra- 
tion offices in the principal cities of 
Europe and receiving stations in Jaffa 
‘and Haifa. port cities of Palestine. 
| Out of the funds of the . Keren 
' Havesod, loans are advanced to thou- 
| sands of immigrants to establish them- 
| selves. There are in Palestine today 
over one hundred Jewish colonies sup- 
| porting close to 30,000 farmers. A 
ereat number of these colonies have 
‘been founded since the existence of 
the Keren Hayesod the past 
| five years. Not less than 48 colonies 
have been established and are being 
‘maintained with the funds raised by 
the Keren Havesod. Since 1921 the 
'Jewish population of VPalestine has

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Army Reorganization 
Iu France Provides 
For Sex Equality 


Paris, March 6.—(#)—Equality of 
the sexes is the first principle laid 
down by the chamber of deputies in 
the proposed reorganization plans for 
the French army. 

The first paragrapuh of the pream- 
ble of the reorganization scheme lays 
down the doctrine that every French 
subject over the age of 21 is liable 
to military service, Whether “sery- 
ice’ in the meaning of the law sup- 
poses that women as well as men 
will shoulder a rifle and handle a bavy- 
onet does not appear from the text 
of the bill, but this probably will be 
cleared up later.
